THE CORN CROP. i! 

While there is no doubt that the frosts of 
Friday night and the cold weather of the last 
three days have seriously damaged the corn 
crop in Wisconsin, Northern Michigan, and 
in the low-lying localities of Northern II- 
nols, it appears the great corn belt, extending | 
through Middle Indiana, Illinois, and Iowa. 
has escaped much injury, comparatively [ 
speaking. Our dispatches this morning in- 
dicate that while the frosts in the latter re- 
gion have been the cause of &rave pase AB 
sion to the farmers, as they have been a 
source of seriou’ uneasiness everywhere 
throughout the country, the crop has been 
in asufficiently advanced state, and the cli- 
matic influences were of such a character 
that the prospects of the corn harvest in this 
region are not materially worse than they 
were & week ago. 

In Wisconsin the 000 will be very 
great, and it is probable that there will pot 
be more than half an average crop. The 
same is true of Michigan. The injured crop 
will not be wholly worthless, however, as 
many persons may suppose. It will. make 
excellent fodder, and as the Wisconsin and 
Michigan farmers art largely engaged in 
cattle and hog raising, they will no doubt 
utilize every portion of the crop, such as 
itis, 

In Nebraska, though the ‘weather has 
been cold, no frosts have appeared as yet, 
and the crop is reported to be in a healthy 
condition. 

So much depends on this crop, so many 
interests are bound up in it, that all reports 
of serious damage cause a universai feeling 
of uneasiness and apprehension, and first re-. 
ports are generally exaggerated. TAE T 
UNE has been at very great pains and 
pense to get the fullest information and to 
present all the facts obtainable to its readers. 
Its conclusion is, that, although there has 
been very great injafy done, and while the 
crop will not come up to the expectations of 
a few weeks ago, there is no good reason 
for the alarm that has been wmani- 
tested in some quarters or for the 
Sensational reports of great damage. that | 
have been sent out from many points 
throughout the country. The crop will be 
about two-thinds of an average. The in- 
jured portion has not been so seriously in- 
jured that cannot be utilized. Besides, 
the central fact remains that the region 
which produces three-fourths of all the corn 
in the country has passed through the weather 
crisis of the last few days comparatively un- 
harmed. 

There are indications of another frost this 
motning, This may upset present calcula- 
tions. It re to hope for the 
best.

NORVIN GREEN'S MISTAKE. 

In the course of his testimony before Sen- 
ator Blalr's committee the other day, Dr. 
Norvin Green was asked whether the West- 
ern Union Company could not do something 
to improve the condition of its employés, and 
he replied that corporations were organized 
to make money. and there were few he knew 
of that exist for the public good. Dr. Green 
should have paused for a moment's thought 
before making this statement. It is not only 
faulty as a statement of fact, but it strikes at 
the principle which gives life and being to 
all corporations. Vast numbers of schools, 
colleges, hospitals, and other charities are 
organized as corporations, having the public 
good as their ofiy end and aim. The privi- 
leges and benefits of the private corporation 
were designed originally largely for chari- 
tabie and educational ingtitutions, whose only 
purpose was the pubiic good, and it was for 
that reason hey were accorded many 
immunities. In open contradiction to the 
statement of Dr. Green is the fact that thou- | 
Sands of existing corporations have no other 
purpose than the public good. 
Wen the rights and privileges of corpora- 
tions were fixed in the common law it was in 
the belief that they would always prove a 
direct or ineidental benefit fo the public, and 
never an injury. First came the public mu- 
nicipal corporation, which was granted cer- 
tain governing powers, to be exercised for the 
benefit of the public. lt was always kept 
under the control of the power that created 
it, and the original charter could be abol- 
ished or amended at any time. Charged 
with public powers and duties, it always re- 
mained sabject to public control. But with 
private Corporations it was far different. | 
They were looked upon &s organized to sup- 


private business such as any citizen might 
engage in, and thus they were distinguished 
from public corporations by their ownership 
of private property. The object of the in- 
corporation was to give them a longer life, 
and continue them in existence after their 
founders had passed away. Thus the cor- 
poration became a favorit form for institu- 
tions of charity and some kinds of private | 
business. 6

Butowing to an legal 
definition other corporations equally public 
in character, exercising public powers which 
are denied the private eitizen and dealing 
constantly with grave public interests, were 
classed as private corporations and given all 
immunities of organized charitable and edu- 
cational institutions. Thus because of an 
arbitrary definition it became possible for a 
species of corporation not then contemplated 
to come into existence afterwards and be en- 
dowed with all the privileges of the one class 
of corporations without any of the responsi- 


new class. ‘ 

The blunder of ranktig corporations by an 
arbitrary test has been attended with results 
not foreseen, and has produced the greatest 
problem of the time. The law of the stage 
coach will not do fo the railway and the tel- 
égraph. The immunities of eleemosynary | } 
institutions are not properly bestowed on 
organizations that exist to make money and 
not to consider the public good. Yet such 
have been the results of an arbitrary test 
which determined the rank of a corporation | 
by its property-owning rather than dy its 
object, powers, ana character. Thus, while 
corporations were regarded at first as valua 


ble agents for the public good, some of them 
now enjoy all the special advantages of in- 


stitutions ot charity, and exercise public 
powers for private gain and without regard 
to the public good. 

So long as the private corporation was 
formed only for such business as a private 
citizen could engage in there was little call 
for régulation or restraint. The introduc- 
tion of the railway changed the whole mat 
ter. Then it became possible for private citi- 
zens to incorporate themselves into commer- 
cial despots, exercising sovereign powers of 
government. It may be admitted,.as Dr. 
Green says, that they were not organized for 
the public good, but it remains true that they 
have no authority to do the public harm. 
Their motives, and even their methods, of 
doing business may be essentially the same 
as those of a small tradesman, who monop- 
olizes as much trade as he can and makes the 
best profits possible, but the resuits are very 
different. One of the great struggies of the 
future will be an attempt to restore corpora- 
tions to their original character, and make it 
a necessity of their existence that they work 
for the public good as well as for private

There is reason to believe that tlie 00 
of Mr. Winans and his Highland grouse-own- 
ing neighbors will have the effect of stirring 
up a formidable agitation for reform. “ The 
disgust and anger of many people at this 
state of things,” says the London Spectator,

“The original inhabitants, who had an he- 
reditary right in the soil with their flocks 
and herds, were expelled” to make way for 
the Winanses and to enrich the lairds, but 
English editors and English statesmen never 
objected. It was then felt, as the Saturday 
Review expressed it cynically, that * . 
land clearances are cheaply purchased by 
the recreation they were the means of af- 
fording to overwrought English statesmen.” 
But now it is pointed out that it is not Eu- 
glish statesmen who rent or own the High- 
land forests and moors, but “successful 
tradesmen—gaady shoddyites, whose vulgar . 
ambition itis to outshine their fellows by 
paying rents to needy lairds,” who in turn 
spend it in frivolous London amusements or 
at the European gambling helis. 

The system, too, has @ démoralizing effect 
on the few native inhabitants left in the 
Highland deer-parks. The wives and daugh- 
ters of the gillies and gameKeepers too fre- 
quently become objects of the dangerous at- 
tentions of the shoddyites and their gnésts, 
and the Presbyterian ministers, true to their 
duty, are denouncing the system which brings 
such hideous temptations in its train. The 
gillies and gamekeepers themselves are de- 
scribed as a very immoral set, as they cannot 
well help being, seeing that they are over- 
paid and overfed for two months’ work in thé 
year, and spend the other ten months in list- 
less or mischievous idieness. 

The Highland reformers, who wish the lands 
opened to settlement and cultivation, have 
therefore received powerful aid from the dis- 
contented tourists and health-seskers, and 
from the clergymen.

SCOTCH . LANDLORDISM. 

Sir Frazer Mackintosh, M. P., and one o 
the members appointed to inquire Inte the 
grievances of the Highland crofters, asked 
the Duke of Argyll’s agent a few weeks ago 
whether one of the chief duties of an agent 
‘was not to increase rents. This was after 
the Duke’s agent had explained certain in- 
creases in rent which hemade. The head of 
the house of Macallum More was incensed 
by the question, which conveyed a censare 
on his Lordship’s and his agent’s methods, 
and he has written to the Scotch papers to 
say that his agent knows his business as well 
as Sir Frazer Mackintosh knows how to per- 
form his duties asa member of a Pariia- 
mentary “commission. No doubt. But the 
fact remains that one of the principal duties 
of a Scotch land agent is to find out excuses 
for rent-raising and imposing restrictions on 
tenants. This has been clearly brought out 
by Mr. Mackintosh’s committee, 

The evidence given before the Highland 
Commission, London Truth says, “exeltes 
equal astonishment and indigndMiom.” A 
Caithness crofter told the commission that 
the main duty of factors [agents] is to raise 
the rents.” That may not have been literally 
true, but its meaning is quite plain. A 
Sutherlandshire Presbyterian clergyman re- 
ferred to the factors as persons “to whom 
the people dare not speak,” and when a Com- 
missioner asked a crofter why he did not 
appeal from the factor to the landord he was 
| answered that the factors were “the land- 
| Jora’s eyes, and ears, and mouth.” In some 
of the Argylishire estates it is one of the 
rules that a crofter cannot keep his sons on 
the holding after they have reached the age 
of A without the special permission of the 
landlord. The giving of a night's lodging 
even to near relatives 1 punished by a fine, 
in some cases by rent-raising.. The nambet 
of sheep and cattle allowed to the crofter fs 
limited. Any increase in the number is 
visited with a fine. The landlord’s 
deer in some cases are permitted to 
enter the holding and vat off the pastures, 
for which the tenants pay high rents. Rents 
are increased because it is necessary lu order 
to bring the tenants within the parliamentary 
voting qualifications. The votes in these 
cases are owned by the landlords, and the 
rents fixed for voting purposes are made per- 
manent. A few years ago a competent wit- 
ness living on the Duke of Sutherland’s 
estates at Assynt testified:

THE NEGRO COLONIZATION SCHEME. 
The negro colonization scheme organizea 
by the Arkansas Association meets with dis- 
favor among the colored people before it is 
fairty on its feet. Its agent, John W. — 
is in Washington with credentials addr 
to Frederick Douglass, but thus far he has 
been unable to accomplish anything or to 
commend himself or his scheme to the col- 
ored public of that city. His papers gtate 
that the object of the association which he 
represents is the colonization of. his race on 
the strip of public land bounded by the In- 
dian Territory on the east, Texas on the 
south, New Mexico on the west, and Col- 
orado and Kansas on the north. It includes 
an area of 150 miles from east to west and 
forty miles from north to south, though, its 
exact locality is not very definitly described, 
Niles purpose in Washington is, first, to 
learn the status of the land in question; and, 
second, to inform the colored people of the

—— for his living expenses, and is stranded 
in Washington. 

The best thing that the aussen can do 
is to send him money enough to get home, 
and then abandon their purpose. Their scheme 
will never commend itself to the. colored 
people as a whole, and if it has any result at 
all will only induce a few victims to go to 
the new Liberia, where they will speedily 
come to disaster and ruin, Even if they 
should colonize in any considerable numbers, 
the land is too poor in that section to support 
them. They could not induce the whites 
who are now there to leave, and, even if they 
did, they would de surrounded. on all sides 
by a white population which is not friendly 
or a desitable accession to any neighbor- 


hood. They bave not the money to get there | 


orto procure the necessary outfit. They 
have not the capacity at present to take care 
ot themselves if they got there. The scheme 
is foolish and preposterous in all its details, 
and w, have little doubt that the colored 
people « everywhere will be ap quick to see it 
as they have been in Washington. 

The future of the colored race is indissolu- 
bly joined with that ot the white race. There 
is no question that they suffer from injustice 
and offensive discriminations in the South, 
and that they do not enjoy the rights which 
have been guaranteed them, as was con- 
templated in the constitutional amend- 
ment. But their condition is not as 
bad as it was ten years ago. Slowly, 
to be sure, but steadily, they are gaining their 
rights, and as time goes on their condition 
willimprove. They have made great strides 
in securing the right to be educated, and an- 
other generation will stand a long distance 


above the present one, while, at the same time, 


as the remnants of the old slaveholding aris- 
tocracy disappear the prejudices of the pres- 
ent will disappear with them. If the negroes 
are bent upon éolonization Gen. Grunt's 
Hayti scheme is much more feasibie than the 
Arkansas one, but the best pian for the ne- 
groes is to remain patiently where they are 
and work out their salvation. Every year 
witnesses the removal of some old prejudice, 
and brings them nearer to the complete en- 


joyment of their rights, ,

KEELY ONCE MORE. 

Report comes from Philadelphia that at a 
meeting of the stockholders of the Keely 
Motor Company there was much general 
congratulation, and the announcement was 
authorized that Mr. Keely’s wonderful ma- 
chine, will be put in operation some time dur- 
| ing the present month. But a perverse gen- 
eration refuses to beiteve. The Edisons and 
‘the Grays have worked such wonders that 
the people hall almost any discovery with 
confident falth, but tha believers in Keely 
are few. The shareholders in his company 
are hopeful and even jubilant, but there is 
not a mustard-seed of faith in the project to 
be found elsewhere. Nothing could astonish 
the public like the triumph of Keely’s motor. 

Keely’s motor has a history remarkably 
like that of the balloon. Wind and gas have 
been the main subjects of experiment, ana it 
has advanced little since it was first pro- 
claimed to the world. The first balloon- 
ascent was made about 100 years ago, and at 
once all the prophets were at work predict- 
ing air-ships and a new method of travel and 
transportation. The balloon has lagged de- 
bind all the predictions, and after a century 
is of no more practical use than it was the 
day of the first ascent. It has been of some 
slizht sérvice in war and in seientific Investi- 
gation, but has been of no more use in trans- 
portation than Keely’s motor. At one time 
the success of the balloon was thought 
to depend on certain experiments with 
Montgolfier gas, which was supposed to pos- 
sess un electrical force that repelied it from 
the but after much experiment it was 
decided that the new plan only produced 
more Smoke than the ola. A century of in- 
vestigation has done nothing to increase the 
practical value of the balloon. A typical 
voyage was that of Fitz John Porter, who in 
the Virginia campaign ascended in a balloon 
to inspect the enemy’s lines; the rope broke, 
and he drifted over the Rebel lines, and as 
the balloon descended abandoned himself to 
capture, but fortunately encountered a con- 
trary wind that carried him back in safety. 

The balloon will travel, buf not always in 
the desired direction. So it is feared that 
even if Keely could get his gas machine to 
work he might not bé able to stop it at the 
proper time. Darius Green found no diffi- 
culty in flying, but the Yankee boy’s moral is 
always timely: “‘ Be careful how you light.” 
Keely’s motor has a sinister réputation al- 
ready, and even if it does work successfully 


engineers will de apt toshun it and pas- 
| sengers prefer the old way of travel for some 


time. The mystery which has surrounded 
the motor has caused many people to rank it 
as a swindle, but with others it has aroused 
a feeling of dread that it will take time to 
wear away. The public has known of ma- 
chines that were easy enough. to start but 
uncommonly hard to stop, and Mr. Keely will 
have to show that his does not belong to this 
class. 

Mr. Keely haraly deserves the revilmæs 
that have been visited upon him for his de- 
lay in completing the motor. A thoughtful 
Man must see that it is best for a great revo- 
lutionary discovery like this to come slowly 
and gradually. The industrial world should 
have ample warning; to supply a new life 
to the millions of engines that travel over 
the laid and toil in the factories must have a 
serious effect on the labor market. Armies 
of workingmen depend on the present sys- 
tem of steam-power for their occupation and 
daily bread, and it is not to he supposed that 
Mr. Keely would suddenly announce a dis 
covery that would make their labor valueless. 
It under the new system one can do the 
work of three, and a small and economical 
boy take the place of a skilled engineer, it is 
evident that its sudden introduction would be 
a calamity to a large body of wage- workers. 
Then, too, the heavy investments of capital in 
the present style of engines should be con- 
sidered. To destroy their value with one 
fell discovery would be practical confiscation. 
inventions that finally bless the world are 
attended with gfeat inconvenience when 
first put in use, and the evil effect of the 
Keely motor in this respect would be be- 
yond ‘all comparison. Mr. Keely eaunot 
proceed any too slowly and cautiously. It 
is well that he gives forth at intesvais re- 
peated warnings of what is coming, but de- 
lays the actual achievement. He has given 
many intimations, and if the industrial world 
is not prepared for a revolution it will not be 
the fault of Mr. Keely. . 

The chances are a thousand to one that 
Keely’s project will collapse, like the balloon- 
ing schemes, in an escape of wind and gas. 
But what pessibilities are wrapped up in 
that thousandth part of a chance for stc- 
cess! Whata tumbling of railroad stocks 
and what a revolution in the industrial 
world would follow the success of the Keely 
motor! Although the final benefit would be 
great, the first effect would be troublesome 
and disturbing. It is well, Wherefore, that 
Keely is a man of such eminent deliberation, 
and moves so slowly his wonders to perform.

THE JORDAN CANAL. 


Curious Physical Changes It Would Oc- 
casion—An Ola Prophecy. 

Although the Turkish Government does 
not look with favor upon the proposed Jor- 
dan Canal scheme, yet in England the proj- 
ect is stillregarded as possible and likely, 
eventually, to de carried out. The physical 
changes, that would result from the cutting 
of the channel are noteworthy. The fall 
from the Gulf of Akabah to the Dead Sea is 
about 1,300 feet, and ifgas supposed. this be 
continuous from end to end or nearly so a 
very short cutting will suffice to bring the 
waters of the Red Sea into the Jordan Val- 


Flow. through the Wady-el-Arabah 
this stream, it is calculated, would fill the 
whole ravine in about three years. The River 
Jordan, and Lake Tiberias 
would all disappear, with some 300 square 
miles of land, ‘principally on the western 
side of the ravine as now existing, but in 


their place would be a vast inland sheet of 
water fertilizing the neighboring desert with 
the rainfall produced by the evaporation 
from its surface. Not a mere canal would 
thus be created, but a wide, open channel, 
traversing Palestine from north to south, 
navigable in every sense of the term, with 
safe harbors here and there on either side.
